UNSPEAKABLE GALL AND INSOLENCE 
Mr. Boise Penrose, Senator from the Keystone 
state, prince of the reactionaries of that august 
body has lately been making himself the spokes­ 
man of the old guard of the Republican party. 
Mr. Penrose, never very politely spoken, and al­ 
ways brutally direct has surpassed himself in a 
new public utterance. “I do not think," said his 
high mightiness to a newspaper writer," that it 
makes much difference who is Secretary of State.

He thinks the Old Guard has tri­ 
umphed to surii an extent that the Senate Repub­ 
licans can do or undo any thing they jolly please. 
Another thing that Penrose knows very well, that 
such talk as he is reported to have had, completely 
ignores the President of the United States, who 
is the direct representative of the people at large. 
Penrose did not make the remark attributed to 
him for his health qr as a pleasantry, such men 
as he never talk unless they mean something. 
¡And the evident intention of his interview is to 
put both the present and the future President on 
notice, that the Senate has ways and means of 
dealing with the Executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment if it starts anything as to foreign poli­ 
cies. 
Common courtesy forbids that Senator Pen­ 
rose, should have thus in advance, declared his 
program—months before President-elect Hard­ 
ing’s inauguration, but insolence, not courtesy, is 
the long suit of Penrose and his kind. Penrose 
has adopted the strategy of the militarist—“git 
there fust, with the mostest men," He has left 
out of account the proprieties of life and the feel­ 
ings of others, as well as the explicit provisions 
of the constitution of the United States as regards 
foreign relations.
